is growing stronger every day. 
The 
compensation now received by many 
of the beneficiaries of the fee system 
is out of all pro])ortion to the value 
Sf^heir services or to tlie salary re­ 
ceived by other officials for similar 
services. 
The beginning of the end 
of the fee^ system in Missouri is in 
sight. 


A large number of the represen­ 
tative citizens of Kansas City came 
down 
to 
endeavor to get 
a bill 
through that would correct some of 
the evils they complain of in co n ­ 
nection with the fee business. 
The senate met at two o’clock, 
but transacted very little business 
except the reconsideration and pas­ 
sage or the Stone ])ool bill which 
permits racing associations to sell 
pools on eastern events while they 
are in progress. 
T he house met at two o ’clock and 
passed the senate bill which pro­ 
vides that no 
employer, 
superin­

To sup rcss this, to destroy it, to wip e it 
out of existence, was the dastardly and far 
reaching p urp ose of the Rep ublicans, when 
they p recip itated the late insurrection. Could 
they have accom p lished the sup p ression of 
th at house they would have 
thw arted all 
p ossibility of any reform legislation. 
They 
know th a t laws p assed by the assistance of 
th at house are valid. 
They know th a t the 
sup remo court th a t would declare otherw ise 
would have to rever.se all resp ectful p recedent, 
‘‘im m olute itself to the basest p artisan de­ 
m ands and face a w ar of p ublic indignation 
unp aralled since the days when the notorious 
Judge T resilian was followed to the scaffold 
by an outraged p eop le, where they beat him 
with stones to m ake him ascend, and then 
exulted in his just but shocking execution. 
C orp orate greed is determ ined to p revent the 
enactm ent of the reform m easures of the Pop - 
ulist.s. 
No sup rem e court in these days of sus­ 
p icion and im p utations against the integrity of 
courts cares to assum e th e tesp o n sibllity of 
declaring those laws void. One hap p y solution 
p resented itself to the nefarious and atrocious 
schem ers and th a t was the extinction and sup ­ 
p ression of the P op ulist house. 
They did not 
m erely intend to p revent it from m eeting in 
rep resentative hall, but they intended to p ro­ 
vent it from m eeting anyw here—to dep rive it 
of existence, so th at no official acts could flow 
from it. 
The first of a series of contem p lated step s to 
this end was the attem p ted arrest of the chief 
clerk of th e P op ulist hou.se. 
This was to be 
followed by the arrest of a sufficient num ber 
of Pop ulist m em bers in order to break th e 
quorum of the Pop ulist house. 
R esistance by 
the Pop ulists to the execution of this Rep ub­ 
lican schem e p recip itated the arm ed Rep ub­ 
lican insurrection. 
Now th at p eace ha.s been declared it should 
be borne well in m ind th at the P op ulists have 
carried th eir p oint and have w rung from the 
Rep ublicans a solem n p ledge to cease all fur­ 
ther attem p ts to m olest or attem p t the ex­ 
tinction of the P op ulist house. 
The com p ul­ 
sory vacation of rep resentative hall m ay not 
be p leasant to the p ersonal feelings of Pop u­ 
lists, but it is the p rice the P op ulists p ay for 
believing th a t Rep ublicans h ive no p art in 
loyalty or resp ect for law or official oaths. 
W hen the governor found him self confronted 
by the sheriff of Shawnee county and a horde 
of drunken, rnfflanly dep uties, said largely to 
be from M issouri, p rc.sent, he also found th a t 
the m ilitia of the stale (on whom he had to 
rely> were alm ost to a man stained through 
and through w ith treason. 
The com m anding 
officer was the first to m ake known his con­ 
tem p t for his official oath and th a t he would 
not obey order.s from his sup erior officer. 
Hence when it is said th at th e goA’ernor has 
made term s with a p ower, which, but a short 
lim e ago he term ed a law less body, he frankly 
aUmiis anti say s lUai he <liU it ju.stas the unioii 
men at F o rt Sum ter when they recognized 
Jeff Da\*is, or the loyal p eop le of Law rence 
when they recognized QuantrelL 
The disloyalty of the p resent m ilitia tells 
the whole story. 
Good Rep ublican authorities 
p rivately adm it th at for the p ast two 3*ears the 
m ilitia has been weeded, recruited and doc­ 
tored to this end. 
T his fivct exp lains th e ne­ 
farious conduct of the Shawnee county sheriff. 
The constitution of this sta te says; 
“The 
governor shall 
be 
com m ander-in-cbief and 
shall have p ower to call out the m ilitia to exe­ 
cute the laws, to sup p ress insurrection and to 
rep el invasion.” But the p artisan sheriff, after 
Involving him self in inva.sions and gross con­ 
tradictions, p erceiving th at the governor was 
help less in the m idst of a cowardly and dis­ 
loyal m ilitia, raised an arm y of dep uties, m any 
of whom vrere the m ost vicious and dep raved 
characters, tilled w ith rum and continually 
talking about hanging the P op ulist leaders. 
Backed by this m otley crowd the sheriff de 
nies the gov*ernor the p owers conferred on him 
by the constitution, and under th re a t of blood­ 
shed and an a.ssanlt up on the sta te house and 
the governor's feeble force, com p els him to 
tre a t w ith the lawless and treason infected Re­ 
p ublican p arty. 
Although treating in the face of such ad\*erse 
circum stances the P op ulists have not surren­ 
dered one iota of th a t essential. 
So far as rep resentative hall is concerned, 
many P op ulists and P op ulist p ap ers advised 
weeks ago th at the P op ulists vacate the rep ­ 
resentative hall and re tire to where they are 
now* going. 
H ad they done so P op ulist legis­ 
lation would be much furth er advanced than it 
is now. 
Beyond the indignity the A’acation 
of rep resentaliA'e hall am ounts to nothing and 
the unm asking of Rep ublican treason, p erjury 
and general law lessness richly com p ensates 
the P op ulists for all the indignities they have 
suffered. 
W hat the P op ulists m ust not surrender is 
the Pop ulist house. This is vital. 
W hether
